HE Committee of the Houſe of Commons, appointed i in the Year 17 58, „ 
to enquire into the State of the Linen Trade of this Kingdom, went mi- 


nutely through the Accounts of the Linen Board, from the Year 1737 tothe Year 


1757; and alſo examined ſeveral Witneſſes relative to the General State of the 


ManufaQures. Their Proceedings were reported to the Houſe, and ordered to be 
printed. . 


Ir does not appear that any further Parliamentary Age was made until 


the Year 17%, when a Committee of the Houſe examined the Accounts of the 


Truſtees, from the Year 1757 to the Year 1772. 


No Enquiry was made afterwards, until the Year 1782, when a Committee 


of the Houſe re-examined the ſame Period from 1757, and carried their Exami- 


nation down to the 25th March, 1781. Their Report was likewiſe printed. 


Tas Right Hon. JoHN FosTER who was Chairman of the laſt mentioned 
Committee, had»previouſly as a Truſtee (having been appointed in 1480) 


examined the Accounts, and his Report of them to the Board was of great Uſe

J have likewiſe in command from them, (they being in- 


formed of your abilities by me and others) to intreat you 


to permit me, in theirs and this Kingdom's behalf, to cor- 
reſpond with you; and for to receive your ſentiments 


from time to time, how theſe Trades, or any otber re- 
lating to this Kingdom, may beſt be advanced and culti- 


vated: They obſerve that the Linen Trade here, has lan- 
guiſhed ſince the year 1707; they eaſily imagine, that this 
muſt proceed from ſome falſe ſteps, which the people, con- 
verſant in theſe Trades, have made with relation to the 
Manufactures: The various accounts they have from pho:

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ple dealing in that way in this Kingdom, (every man ſpez 5 


ing according as his own private intereſt dictates) ſerves 
only to embarraſs their judgment, but does not advance 
the Public ſervice z whereas the Truſtees are convinced, 
that a perſon on the ſpot, ſo well ſkilled in all the ſecret 
ſprings and motions of Trade, and particularly of this, can 
let them into the ſecret of what Manufactures of Hemp or 
Linen are 3 of being made here, might expect a ready 
Market in England; eſpecially at Briffol and London ; 
where they all know you have conſiderable acquaintance : 


and if at any time you have obſerved goods of theſe kinds 
to come from hence, unacceptable to the Markets in thoſe 


places, they intreat you to be ſo free, as to give them your 
thoughts thereon. | 

I am likewiſe commanded by the Truſtees, to pray you 
to conſider and report to them, what your thoughts are in 
relation to their Trade, ſince the proſpect of peace with 
France; and that you would give them your thoughts, 
whether the Dowlaſſes, or any other goods made in France, 
might be made here with advantage to the Kingdom; if 
ſo, that you would pleaſe to purchaſe for them a couple 
of Pieces of each ſort of Cloth you would have imitated 
here, whether it be of the growth of France, or any other 
country; and that you would tranſmit them hither with- 
out delay, to the end, that thoſe that may be encouraged 


by this Board, to work thereon, may forthwith apply their. 


induſtry thereto, and furniſh themſelves, this Summer, 
with high white Yarn, or any other Materials neceſſar 
thereunto : and whatever expences you are at, you will 
be pleaſed to ſignify it to me, who will take care that you 
ſhall with thanks be refunded. 

I am likewiſe ordered by the Board, to acquaint you, 


that they are informed by ſeveral hands, that the Members 


of both Houſes of Parliament, from North-Britain, will 
ſeek to have ſome Bill or Bills paſſed this Seſſion, in favour 
of North-Britain, in relation to the Linen and Hempen 
Manufactures; and they do not ſtick to declare in Public, 
that my will endeavour to lay thoſe Trades, with reſpect 
to this Kingdom, under the greateſt reſtrictions they can: 
the Truſtees pray you to have a watchful eye thereto ; 
and that you will from time to time, communicate what 
ou obſerve, to His Grace the Duke of Ormond, our 
rd Lieutenant, and to ſuch other perſons as you think

veral families, ſkilful in the ſaid Manufactures, brought 
over by the ſaid Cromelin; and praying a ſurther recom- 
penſe and encouragement, for the further ſervices he pro- 
poſes to perform therein; we have conſidered the ſame, 
and humbly report to your Excellencies, that we find, that 
by direction of his late Majeſty King William, in the twelfth 
year of his reign, a Petition was paſſed under the Great 
Seal of this Kingdom, appointing Truſtees for carrying on 
and improving the Linen Manufacture, wherein the ſum of 
8ool. a year, was appointed for the intereſt of 10,000]. to 
be advanced by the ſaid Lewis Cromelin or his Procure- 
ment, as a ſtock for carrying on the ſame; as alſo 200l. 
per annum, to be paid the ſaid Lewis Cromelin, for his 
pains and care in carrying on the ſaid work; and 120]. 
per- annum more, for three Aſſiſtants ; and alio Gol. per 
annum, for a French Miniſter, to be continued during 
pleaſure ; which Grant, by the death of his late Majeſty, 
did expire. 

W further find, that her late Majeſty Queen Anne, 
was likewiſe pleaſed of her Royal Bounty, to grant Letters 
Patent for carrying on and encouraging the ſaid Work 
wherein it is provided, that, in regard no part of the ſaid 
10,000]. has been advanced in ſpecie, the ſeveral forts of 
new Looms brought into the Kingdom by the ſaid Cromelin 
and Colony, by conſent and approbation of the ſaid Trufſ- 
tees, ſhould be accepted as a ſtock; and liberty therein 
given, during the term of the ſaid Grant, being for ten 
years from Midſummer 1702, to allow as capital ſtock, in 
like manner, the charge of any of the reſpective forts of 
ſuch new Looms, that ſhould be brought in by any per- 
ſons, as well Foreigners as Natives, by 1 * of the ſaid 
Truſtees; and the ſaid perſons were to be allowed at the

It appears likewiſe to us, that the Truſtees appointed by 
the recited Letters Patents, did, in a juſt and equal man- 
ner, perform the ſeveral Conditions and Agreements made 
with the ſaid Lewis Cromelin, in behalf of himſelf, his aſ- 
ſiſtants and Colony; and it further appears, that the ſaid 
Cromelin and Colony, have been very ſerviceable, and 


greatly inſtrumental, in the improving and propagating the

that part of the Country, is very much owing to the ſkill 
and induſtry of the ſaid Cromelin. 

It further appears to us, that the Patent granted by her 
late Majeſty Queen Ann, did expire at Midſummer 1712. 

We crave leave thereupon, to repreſent ro your Excel- 
lencies, that the ſum already granted by Act of Parliament, 
for the encouraging the Flaxen and Heinpen ManufaRures, 
is far ſhort of the ſum requiſite to carry on the ſame, in 
any propoition to the expences of the country, and ſer- 
vices propoſed thereby: Wherefore, we think it our dut 
to addreſs ourſelves to your Excellencies, - humbly defirin 
your Excellencies, to apply to His Majeſty for a penſion of 
4ool. per annum, for the ſaid Mr. Lewis Cromelin, in con- 
ſideration of all the expences he has been at, and the ſer- 
vices he has already done, and hereafter propoſes to do, to 
the Flaxen and Hempen Manufacture of this Kingdom; 
putting the ſaid Mr. Cromelin, under the direction and go- 
vernment of the Truſtees of the Linen Manufacture, to be 


their Superviſor of all the Manufactures of this Kingdom; 
and to be ready to execute all other commands he ſhall re- 
ceive from them. #\ | | 

And whereas a Colony of French Proteſtants, and their 
Paſtor, have been brought into this Kingdom, and ſettled at 
Liſnegarvy, purſuant to the encouragement given the ſaid 
Lewis Cromelin, by the late King William; and that by 
ſubſequent Letters Patents from King William and the late 
Queen Ann, proviſion was made of 60l. per annum, for a 
French Proteſtant Paſtor, to take on him the care of ſouls, 
and adminiftration of divine ſervice, to the ſaid Colony of 
French Proteſtants.

Workmen ſhall be ſet at work; provided that ſuch allow- 
ance for a penny halfpenny per yard, be only for ſuch Sail- 
cloth as ſhall be made in ſuch of the Looms as they con- 
tract for, and cannot be ſupplied with Hemp of the growth 
of this Kingdom.

A Letter to their Excellencies the Lords Juſtices, toge- 
ther with the Caſe of many thouſand Proteſtants of Ireland, 
concerned in the Linen Manufacture, being read, were 
agreed to, and are as follow : 


My Loxvps, 


We the Truſtees for the Linen Manufactute in this 
Kingdom, finding by the Votes of the Houſe of Commons 
of Great Britain, that the Weavers and others, concerned 
in the Woollen and Silken Manufactures of that Kingdom, 
have complained of the printing, ſtamping, and ſtaining of 
Linens, as injurious to the Woollen Trade, and (as we are 
informed) hope and expect to have the ſame prohibited, 
think it our duty to acquaint your Excellencies, that ſuch. 
a prohibition, would be the utter deſtruction of our Linen 
Manufacture; the greateſt part of our Linen Cloth being 
imported into England, and there printed and ſtained for 
the wear of the common people; and as we are truly ſen- 
ſible, your Excellencies have nothing more at heart, than 
the good and proſperity of Ireland, fo we are very ſure, 
you will cheartully employ your beft offices to prevent 
whatever may be injurious to it, and therefore, we beg 
leave to lay before your Excellencies, the incloſed State 


of 
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of the Caſe of many thouſands of Proteſtants, who are con- 
cerned in the Linen Manufacture of this Kingdom, who (if 
ſuch a Prohibition ſhould be obtained) would be utterly 


ruined by it, We flatter ourſelves, that the conſtant good 


behaviour of the Proteſtants of Ireland, and the zeal they 
have ſhewn on all occaſions for His Majeſty's Perſon and 
Government, ſince his happy Acceſſion to the Crown, will 
induce his Majeſty to countenance our hh, e z In or- 
der to which, we humbly hope your Excellencies will 
pleaſe to tranſmit our Caſe to His Grace our Lord Lieute- 
nant, with your Requeſt to lay the ſame before His Ma- 
jeſty in ſuch a manner, as may engage his Royal Influence 
in our favour. | 

And that nothing may be omitted on our part, to pre- 
vent ſo great a miſchief, we think it neceſſary, that a Gen- 
tleman of good underſtanding in the Linen Manufacture, 
and of general knowledge in the affairs of this Kingdom, 
ſhould go over and apply to our Lord Lieutenant in our 
behalf; and we have prevailed on Mr. Ward, a Member 
of our Board, who is every way well qualified to diſcharge 
ſo great a Truſt, to take that trouble upon him ; and we 
beg your Excellencies will recommend him to His Grace, 
as the perſon we have made choice of on this occaſion ; 
and deſire he may have admiſſion to His Grace from time 
to time; and that His Grace will favour him with his 
countenance and Aſſiſtance.

The Cas RE of many Thouſand PROTESTANTS of 
IRELAanD concerned in the LinEN ManUFACTURE. 


The People of Ireland always enjoyed the liberty of ex- 
porting their Woollen Manufacture, until the year 1699, 
when a Law was made in England to reſtrain the Exporta- 
tion thereof. „„ 

The Parliament of England was ſo ſenſible of the great 
loſs and damage the People of Ireland muſt ſuffer by ſuch 
reſtraints, that before they made a Law to reſtrain the Ex- 
portation of their Woollen Manufacture, they thought it 
proper to invite and encourage them to apply their induſ- 
try to that of the Linen. 

The Lords of England, on the 9th of June, 1698, ad- 
dreſſed His Majeſty King William, of Glorious Memory, in 
the following words: 

We the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in Parhament 
aſſembled, do humbly repreſent unto your Majeſty, that 
the growing Manufacture of Cloth, in Ireland, both by 
the cheapneſs of all ſorts of neceſſaries for life, and good- 
neſs of materials for making of all manner of Cloth, doth 
invite your Subjects of England, with their Families and 
Servants, to leave their habitations to ſeitle there, to the 
increaſe of the Woollen Manufacture in Ireland, which 
makes your loyal ſubjects in this Kingdom, very apprehen- 
five, that the further growth of it may greatly prejudice 
the ſaid Manufacture here; by which the Trade of this 
Nation, and the value of Lands, will very much decreaſe, 
and the numbers of the People be much leſſened here; 
Wherefore, we do moſt humbly beſeech your Moſt Sacred 


Majeſty, that your Majeſty would be pleaſed, in the moſt 
public and effectual way that may be, to declare to all 
your run ig of Ireland, that the growth and increaſe of 


the Woollen ManufaQure there, hath long, and will ever 


be looked upon, with great jealouſy by all your Subjects 
of this Kingdom; and if not timely remedied, may occa- 
ſion very ftrit Laws, totally to prohibit and ſuppreſs the 
ſame; and on the other hand, if they turned their induſtry 
and ſkill to the ſettling and improving the Linen Manufac- 
ture, for which generally the lands of that Kingdom are 


very proper, they ſhall receive all countenance, favour, 


and protection from your Royal Influence, for the en- 
couragement and promoting of the ſaid Linen Manufac- 
ture, to all the advantage and profit that Kingdom can be 
capable of. 

And the Houſe of Commons of England, on the 
zoth June, likewiſe addreſſed His faid Majeſty in the 
words following : 

We your Maieſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, being very ſenſible, 


that the wealth and Power of this Kingdom, do in a great 


meaſure depend on the preſerving the Woollen Manufac- 
ture, as much as poſſible, entire to this Realm, think it be- 
comes us, like our Anceſtors, to be jealous of the eſtabliſh- 
ment, and the increaſe thereof elſewhere; and to uſe our 
utmoſt endeavours to prevent it. 

And therefore we cannot without trouble obſerve, that 
Ireland, which is dependant on and protected by England, 
in the F of all they have, and which is ſo proper 
for the Linen Manufacture, the eſtabliſhment and growth 
of which there, would be ſo enriching to themſelves, and 
ſo profitable to England, ſhould of late apply itſelf to the 
Woollen Manufacture, to the great prejudice of the Trade 
of this Kingdom, and ſo unwillingly promote the Linen 
Trade, which would benefit both them and us; the con- 
ſequence whereof, will neceſſitate your Parliament of Eng- 
land to interpoſe, to prevent the miſchief that threatens us, 
unleſs your Majeſty, by your _—— and great wiſdom, 
ſhall find means to ſecure the Trade of England, by making 
2 Subjects of Ireland to purſue the joint intereſt of both 

ingdoms. 

And we do moſt humbly implore your Majeſty's pro- 
tection and favour in this matter; and that you will make 
it your Royal care, and enjoin all thoſe you employ in 
Ireland, to make it their care, and uſe their utmoſt dili- 


gence, to hinder the Exportation of Wool from Ireland, 


(except to be imported hither) and for the diſcouraging the 
Woollen ManufaQures, and encouraging the Linen Manu- 
factures in Ireland; to which we ſhall always be ready to 
give our utmoſt aſſiſtance. 

His faid Majeſty, King William, by his Letter of the 
29th June, 1638, to his 5 Juſtices of Ireland, recitin 
the Addreſs of the Houſe of Lords, directed and red 
them, to take the moſt effectual care that might be, to 
countenance and encourage his Subjects of Ireland, to turn 
their induſtry and ſkill to the Linen Manufacture; and to 
avoid all occaſions of giving jealouſy to his Subjects, by car- 
rying on a trade of the Woollen Manufacture prejudicial to 
them. | 
And by a ſecond Letter of the 7th of July following, 
reciting the ſaid Addreſs of the Commons, his Majeſty did 
reinforce his former Order. 

Thus the Proteſtants of Ireland had the ſtrongeſt aſ- 
ſurances from the King, Lords, and Commons of England, 


that they ſhould enjoy the Linen Manufacture with all en- 
couragement, 
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| ceiving from them. | 
* *theſ: ne the People of Ireland betook them- 


ſolves to the Linen Manufacture; and though they la- 
boured under many difficulties incident td new under- 
takings, yet the Parliaments of England and Great-Britain, 
with their wonted honour and juſtice, having paſſed ſeve- 
ral Laws for their encouragement, they at length brought 
the ſame to ſome degree of perfection, eſpecially in thoſe 
parts of the Kingdom, where the Proteſtants were moſt 
numerous. 5 

The Iriſh Linens have no Market worth notice, but 
England and the Plantations ; the latter takes but a very 


ſmall quantity, the groſs of them goes to England; where 


being for the moſt part proper for Staining, Stamping, and 
Printing, they are generally employed that way; and are 
cheaper for the common people, than any thing that can 
be provided in their ſtead ; and the Merchants of Great 
Britain, are thereby enabled to export greater quantities of 
their Woollen Manufacture to Foreign Markets. 


If the uſe of Printed or Stained Linens, be prohibited in 


Great-Britain, the Markets will fail for ſo much; and there 
being no proſpect of any other, in all probability, above 
half of the hands of Ireland, employed in that Manufac- 
ture, muſt ſtand idle; which would ſend ſeveral thouſand 
proteſtant families a begging; and ſuch as are able, would 


| tranſport themſelves out of the Kingdom, as they did on 


the ſudden prohibition of the Woollen Trade, to ſettle in 
foreign Countries. | | 

This would diſcourage and weaken the Proteſtants of 
Ireland; who are almoſt the only perſons that undertake 
the Linen Trade. | | | 

As the numbers of people would be leſſened, and thoſe 


that remained, impoveriſhed, His Majeſty's Exciſe, Cuſ- 


toms, and Hearth-money, would proportionably de- 
creaſe. 

And the Britiſh gentlemen who have large eſtates in Ire- 
land, would ſoon find their rents fall, and ill payments of 
what remained. 

And the more the People of Ireland are impoveriſhed, 
and their numbers diminiſhed, there muſt be a proportion- 
able decreaſe in the Importation of the Manufactures and 
Goods of Great-Britain; ſince whatever gain Ireland makes 
by her induſtry or native Commodities, all centers in Lon- 
don; there is the Seat of Government; and thither the 
2 of that Kingdom reſort for their education, bu- 
ineſs, and pleaſure; and the Merchants to furniſh them- 
ſelves with almoſt all ſorts of Commodities : ſo that the 
2 part of the money got by the labour of Ireland, is 
pent in Great-Britain; whence it is evident, that it is for 
the advantage of the latter, to give all encouragement to 
Ireland. ; 

Laſtly, the Proteſtants of Ireland, having the Faith of 
the King, Lords, and Commons of England, for the full 
enjoyment of the Linen Manufacture, and being united to 
Great-Britain, 1 the ties of blood, intereſt, and religion, 
depend on the Faith and Wiſdom of the Parliament of 


Great-Britain, (who have always acted with fo great ho- 


nour and juſtice to their engagements) that they will not 
diſcourage their Linen Manufacture, by prohibiting the uſe 
of any branch of it. 

OxpERED, That three hundred Copies of the above 
Caſes, of many thouſand Proteſtants of Ireland concerned in 
the Linen Manufacture, be printed.

zd. That upon an affidavit made before the next Juſtice 
of the Peace or Chief Magiſtrate, by the undertaker of

Whereas, nathing has raiſed the credit and efteem of 
the Hempen and Flaxen ManufaQtures in foreign parts 
more, than the care that the Hemp and Flax em- 
ployed in each branch of their Manufactures, ſhould be 
raiſed, dreſſed and prepared with the utmoſt ſkill and ex- 
actneſs; for which end and purpoſe, Hemp and Flax- 
dreſſers are always men ſkilled in all the myſteries incident 
to their trade, and none but ſuch do intermeddle therein ; 
And whereas the Truſtees of the Hempen and Flaxen Ma- 
nufactures of Ireland, find, that notwithſtanding their great 
aſſiduity and conſtant endeavours to advance the ſaid Ma- 
nufactures in this Kingdom, the ſaid Branches of trade lie 
under ee diſcredit, both at home and abroad, by the 
want of perſons ſkilful in the juſt and proper way of raiſing, 
dreſſing, and preparing the ſaid Materials; for remedy 
whereof, (as far forth as lies within the ſphere of the ſaid 
Truſtees) they the faid Truſtees have invited and en- 
couraged ſome men of ſkill in the ſaid Myſteries, to come 
to ſertle in this Kingdom; and are daily induſtrious to bring 
more of them hither for the fame purpoſes; and to the 
end ſo good a work may be rendered effectual in all the 
arts of the Kingdom, the faid Truſtees do give this pub- 
li Notice to all perſons concerned, on what Terms they 
have contracted with ſuch Flax or Hemp: dreſſers as they 
have hitherto contracted, or deſign to contract withal, 
ſaving only, and reſerving to themſelves, and to the Truſ- 
tees of the Linen Manufacture of Ireland, for the time be- 
ing, the liberty of making any Amendment to the follow- 
ing Regulations, for the public good, without prejudice to 
ſuch Contracts as they the ſaid Truſtees have made, or 
ſhall make previous to ſuch Alterations or Amendments 
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in open view of all ſuch of his Majeſty's Subjects, as ſhall 


care to furniſh the 
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iſt. The ſaid Truſtees deſign to eſtabliſh in ſome Town 
in each County of this Kingdom, (which they ſhall judge 
moſt advantageous to the Hempen or Flaxen Manufac- 
tures) one Hemp or Flax-drefſer, with a falary of 10l. a 
year; and alſo, to grant him four hogſheads of Hemp- 
ſeed, or three hogſheads of Flax-ſeed, according to the 
nature of the ſoil, the firſt 8.1 and lend to the ſaid 
Hemp or Flax-dreſſer, a ſet of good Hatchells, and other 
tools proper for their reſpective trades ; ſuch Hemp or 
Flax-drefſer, to ſerve as Itinerant Man for the County 
wherein he is to be eſtabliſhed ; and enjoy the ſaid ſalary 
and ſtation during the pleaſure of the Truſtees, for the 
time being, the faid Itinerant taking the Oath of Itinerant 
Man for the ſaid County, as preſcribed by Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

2d. The ſaid Hemp or Flax-dreſſer, is to prepare his 
land or ſoil, according to the beſt of his ſkill and cunning

The Hemp-drefſer ſhall be obliged to diſpoſe of his 
Hemp to ſuch perſon or perſons, as the Truſtees ſhall di- 
rect, regard had to reaſonable prices, the circumſtances 
thereof conſidered ; and what the Truſtees do not direct 
otherwiſe to be diſpoſed of, he the ſaid Hemp-dreffer ſhall 
vend, either in Rho Fiſhing-twine, White or Black 
Cordage, Traces, or the like uſeful goods, in a ſhop, to be 
by him kept in the ſaid town aſſigned him to dwell in, at 
reaſonable rates. 
4th. As to the Flax-dreſſer, he ſhall be obliged to 
ſwingle or ſcutch his Flax arifing from the faid Seed, or 
other good Seed by him ſown ; alſo, either hatchel or 
bruſh the ſaid Flax and Produce thereof, and vend the ſame 
in his ſaid ſhop, to 23 at reaſonable rates; taking 
aid Spinners, with any ſort of Flax, 
from twenty dozen in the pound, downwards. | 
5th. The Flax-man ſhall be obliged to break, ſwingle, 
and hatchel, with all convenient ſpeed, all ſuch Flax as 
ſhall be brought to him at his houſe to be dreſſed; always 


preferring the firſt comer, to thoſe that come after, at the 


following rates; viz. for breaking and ſcutching, 1s. 6d. 
r ſtone, and no more; for hatcheling Flax, to five dozen 
in the pound, and under, 8d. per ftone ; for Flax, hatch- 
elled to ſpin from ten dozen in the pound, down to five, 
1s. per ſtone; and if he dreſs the ſaid Flax unſkilfully or 
fraudulently, or embezzle the ſame wilfully, he ſhall be 
diſplaced and proſecuted according to law, at the expence 
of the Public, on complaint and due proof made to the 
Truſtees, of ſuch his miſbehaviour. 
th. To the end there may be an increaſe of ſuch Hemp 
and Flax-dreſſers in this Kingdom, each Hemp and Flax- 
dreſſer, is to be obliged in his Contract forthwith, to take 
two Apprentices, ſuch as ſhall be approved by one or 
more of the Truſtees for the time being, under his hand; 
and them to teach, according to their reſpective beſt {kill 


and cunning, all the myſteries aforeſaid ; which when 


taught and thoroughly inſtructed therein, the faid Truftees 
are to give 21. to the Maſter, by way of reward for his ſo 
teaching; and ſtill as one of the ſaid Apprentices die or

2d. They repreſent that there are many good Linen 
Cloths made in the country, without the Black Thread to 
mark the hundreds and beers, for want of which, the Lap- 
pers ſay, they dare not lap or ſtamp the ſame; nor the 
country dare not ſel] them. | 

Anſwer.—Your Committee deſire your Secretary may 
acquaint them, that their duty, as Lappers, 1s to view, ex- 
amine, and meaſure, all and every ſuch piece or pieces of 
Linen-cloth, as ſhall be produced and offered to him or 


them; and if ſuch Cloth appear to be merchantable, and 


purſuant to the good laws for 3 the Linen Manu- 
facture in force in this Kingdom, then ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons ſhall and may lap, &c. It is apparent, that by the 
Statute of the ninth of Queen Ann, the uſe of the Black 
Thread is required, and made a regulation. The Truf- 
tees can in no ſort diſpenſe with the Laws of the Land; 
the employers of the Weavers may eaſily, if they pleaſe, 


bring them to conform to the Law; therefore, it is they 


that bring this miſchief upon themſelves and the trade. 


zd. The third thing which they repreſent, is, that there 


are many good pieces of Cloth, that by a miſchance, has 

ot a rent in the ſelvage by the wind in the time of bleach- 
ing, or a breach with the weavers temples, or a hole in 
it by ſome accident or other, may be to the damage of 4d. 
or 6d. more or leſs, they dare not lap ſuch piece; and, 
therefore, humbly beg directions therein. 

Anſwer, Vour Committee. conceive, that your Secretary 
ought to write to them, that they muſt conform to the Sta- 
tute, which requires them to obſerve, what is merchant- 
able, and what is not merchantable: if the rents in the 
ſelvage, by the wind or by the weavers temples, or the 
hole or holes be ſuch in the Linen- cloth, as render it un- 
merchantable, they muſt not, nor ought not to lap or ſtamp 
ſuch cloths; therefore, they muſt judge for themſelves in 


theſe caſes. | | 
4th. They 
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deſire; and that the following Inſtructiors be given to 
James Bradſhaw, to be obſerved by him and Hall, during 
their being abroad, 


4th. They deſire to be informed, whether they may lap 
and ſtamp thin Cloths. 3 5 

Anſwer.—Surely they may, if the Cloth be thin and 
ſleazy throughout, that does not hinder; but that they 
ought to be lapped and ſtamped, to aſcertain the meaſure, 
and to prevent the other frauds intended to be prevented 
by this Act; for a thin Cloth is as requiſite in trade, as a 
thick one for certain purpoſes; but if Cloths be wove, 
ſome parts thick, and ſome parts thin, apparently to de- 


ceive the dealer, ſuch Cloths ought not to be lapped. 


5th. The Lappers are deterred from following their em- 
ploys, by certain perſons who watch for opportunities to 
inform againſt them, who will lay hold of ſmall occaſions 
to give them diſturbance. 

Anſwer.—This is in no fort preventable, otherwiſe than 
by the Lappers faithful diſcharge of their duties.

The advices communicated to us, from conſiderable 
dealers in Iriſh Linen Yarn, in England, ſetting forth the 
abuſes committed in that branch of Manufacture, ſo near] 
affect the Yarn Trade in general, and your Town of 
Drogheda in particular, that it is become neceſſary that 
ſome effectual method ſhould be immediately taken to pre- 
vent them; perhaps, imminent danger may prevail with 
your dealers in that commodity, to put a ſtop to the evil 
poo complained of, though the endeavours of the 
Truſtees, and the advantage the Linen Manufacture would 
receive by the diſcouraging of all unſtatutable Varn, 
were not of weight enough with the:n, to procure their 
aſſiſtance to ſtop ſo pernicious a practice: We are inform- 
ed, that the Dealers and Manufacturers in Iriſh Yarn, in 
England, had conceived great expectations, and did highly 
approve of the pains and care taken in procuring a 5 
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for the making all Yarn up as the ſtatute directs, by which 
they hoped to be relieved from the prodigious frauds and 
deceits of all unſtatutable Yarn ; but with concern they 
obſerve, that all their care and pains in procuring that law, 
and in getting ſevera] dealers in that branch of trade, to 
give eee under their hands, that the would not 
5 any more unſtatutable Varn, are ineffectual, and 
that they are ſtill peſtered with it, or rather more deceived 
than ever; for which reaſon, their Weavers are grown 
very timorous and ſhy, even of ſtatutable Yarn, Wough 
it is frequently fairly made up; and if the cheats and abuſes 
are not ſpeedily remedied, they fear it will by degrees 
ruin the credit of Iriſh Yarn, and encourage the importa- 


tion of Ruſſian and other foreign Yarn ; they complain 


that the greateſt miſchief comes from Drogheda-Head- 
Yarn, for though it 1s fold by the pound, yet, it is a 
prodigious loſs to the Manufacture in that Country, for 
few Weavers are capable of diſcovering whether they are 
deceived or not, till ſuch time as they have wrought up the 
Yarn ; but as we are informed, if the Drogheda dealers 
were obliged to ſend over the Yarn in the ſpangle, 
the Country would have fairer play for their money; for 
ſhould a dealer in that commodity in Mancheſter, or other 


great Towns of Manufactures, aſk a Webſter id. per 
| — le more than the current price of ſuch and ſuch ſorts 


of Yarn, his reply would be, I can buy it at Liverpool 
at a lower rate;” this they tell us, would encreaſe the 
conſumption, and prevent the importation cf ſo much fo- 
reiga Yarn, and bring riches and credit to our country: 
they obſerve, that all Head-yarn is unſtatutable ; and they 
Jeave the difficulty that will attend the obliging the 


Drogheda Men to ſend over their Yarn in ſpangles, to us 


to obviate. We have now laid before you, the diſcredit 
our Yarn lies under in the Engliſh Markets; and the me- 
lancholy proſpe& there is, that, that valuable branch of 
trade will be in a few years totally loſt to this Kingdom, if 
not timely prevented, which we conceive to be entirely in 
the power of the dealers of Drogheda to effect, with great 


eaſe to themſelves, if their inclinations were any ways equal 


to their power; for it requires nothing more, but their al- 


lowing the Advertiſement agreed on, to be publiſhed, and 


their ſticking cloſe to the Reſolution contained therein; but 
ſince we fear that it is not to be hoped for from them with- 
out compulſion, it 1s principally in your power, as Chief Ma- 
giſtrate, to bring them to reaſon, x4 eeing that the Laws 
relating to the due making up of Linen-yarn, be ſtrictly 
put in execution, they may aſſure themſelves, that it is 
our firm Reſolution, to haye no method uneſſayed, that 
will contribute to prevent the miſchiefs complained of, and 
that will retrieve the credit of every part of the Linen Ma- 
nufacture; we will not only, ſend officers to make ſeizures 
of unſtatutable Yarn expoſed to ſale with you, but we will 
uſe our endeavours with the Commiſſioners of the Revenue, 


to oblige all Yarn exported, to be viewed in the Cuſtom- 


houſe ; for though our tenderneſs to the trade, has hitherto 
prevented any application, in hopes of amendment in them, 
we can no longer forbear it; and though perhaps ſome par- 
ticular perions may ſuffer by it, it is much better a few 


ſhould undergo ſome hardſhip, than that our Linen Ma- 
nufacture at home ſhould til | 
our Yarn under ſuch diſcredit, that it will not ſell in an

Board of Truſtees of the Linen. Manufacture; and I am 
to inform your Lordſhip, that as the Parliament, in their 
great wiſdom, have thought fit to paſs ſuch a Law, and

Linen Manufacture, they are of opinion, that to counte- 


nance, or even connive at any rg that 1s contrary to the 
plain letter of the Law, would juſtly bring a public cen- 
ſure on their proceedings : They do not take upon them to 


be judges, or even expoſitors of the Laws, but are only ap-

anufaQures, and to uſe their beſt endeavours to have the 
avs juſtly executed; and ſo far are they from diſcouraging

The Memorial of the Truftees for the Linen Manufaclure, 


Sheweth, 


The Linen Manufacture being now the only valuable 
branch of trade in this Kingdom, we think ourſelves obliged 
to acquaint your Excellencies with every thing that may 
tend to its prejudice, in order to its being prevented; and 
that we may the better apprize your Excellencies of the 
matter, we beg leave to acquaint you, that by an Act of 
Parliament paſſed in this Kingdom, all Linen-yarn expoſed 
to ſale, is directed to be made up according to a certain 
ſtandard therein mentioned, to prevent frauds; and in pur- 
ſuance of that Act, we have uſed our beſt endeavouis to 
bring the Spinners to make up their Varn according to that 
ſtandard, and in many parts of the country, they have com- 
plied with it, though yet great numbers continue their ir- 
regular and illegal practices in making up their yarn, to 


the great damage both of the Engliſh and Iriſh Manufac- 


-tures. 

But to ſet this matter in a clearer light, we muſt inform 
your Excellencies, that the Iriſh Yarn is diſtinguiſhed by 
two names; Viz. one called Head or unftatutable Yarn, 
and the other ſtatutable. Head-yarn is reeled up from two, 
three, or more Spooles or Spindles all together, the Threads 
no way divided, and the Reel of no certain length: That 
called ſtatutable, is reeled upon a Reel of two yards and 
an half about, from one Spoole or Spindle at a time, and 
divided into Knots, each Knot containing one hundred and 
twenty Threads, and thoſe again into fix Loops, twelve of 
which make up one Hank, and of theſe Hanks, there go 
from one to thirty, or more to the pound, as they exceed 
each other in fineneſs: The advantage ariſing to the 
Engliſh Manufacture by this Regulation, (and which were 
the principal inducements for the impoſing a duty of one 
halfpenny per pound, on unſtatutable Yarn exported) are 
theſe : Firſt, that the Weaver might have a ſure rule for 
the ſorting of his Yarn, which 1s not to be done, but when 
the Yarn is made certain in length and count, and then 
weighed ; (the eye being no way able to diſtinguiſh the 
true difference of yarn) and ſhould the Weaver make up 
Cloth with Yarn of different finenefſes, the Cloth thus 
made up, would be uneven, wear ill, and no way anſwer 
the Manufacturer's expectation. A ſecond advantage is, 
the ſtatutable Yarn being reeled up from one Spoole or 
Spindle, and divided, has but one end to wind by, which 
makes the winding of it ready, and without waſte or loſs 
of Yarn; whereas the Head-yarn has as many ends, as 
there were Spooles or Spindles from whence they were 
reeled, which ſometimes are eight or nine, and being no 
way divided, entangle each other, and not only make the 


winding of it difficult and expenſive, but very often the 


loſs of Yarn conſiderable ; and for this reaſon, the expence 


of winding Head-yarn, is twenty per cent. dearer in the 


coarſe Varn, and more in proportion, as it is finer than ſta- 
tutable Yarn. A third advantage of ſtatutable Yarn is, 
that the importer of Iriſh Yarn into England, cannot fo 
eaſily defraud the Weaver in the price of Yarn ; when the 
Weaver has occaſion for Yarn of three, four or five Hanks 
to the B he knows how many Hanks his Web will 


take, what ſort of Cloth they will make, and what rate it 


ſells at, and of conſequence, how much a Hank he can af- 
ford to give; whereas if he is to buy Head-yarn by the 
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pound, he muſt buy as cheap as he can by gueſs, and in 
all probability, he muſt be deceived ; for the Yarn which 
he hoped would anſwer to three Hanks in the pound, and 
paid accordingly for, does not anſwer to ſo much, by 
which means, he not only pays too high a price for his 
Yarn, but what adds to his misfortune, he works it up in 


a Reed and Geers, not fit for that griſt or fineneſs, which 


makes a thin, ill Cloth, and he muſt ſell it to loſs, which 
would not have happened, if the Yarn were made up ac- 
cording to the Statute ; and many Weavers have thus been 
undone by unſtatutable Yarn. 

The inconveniencies of Head-yarn are fo prejudicial to 
the Linen Manufacture, that a Law was made, whereby 
all unſtatutable Yarn expoſed to fale, is ſeizable and for- 
feitable; and it is further to be obſerved, that the Spinners 
may, with as much eaſe reel the Yarn, in the manner di- 
rected by the Statute, as they can any other way; and 
this truth is ſo well known, that Head-yarn is only made 
up by the old Iriſh, who are not eaſily weaned from their 
ancient cuſtoms. | 

This being the caſe, and Drogheda being the Port from 
whence the greateſt quantities of Yarn are exported to Li- 
verpool, we thought it our duty, to ſend an Officer to 
Drogheda, (as we did to other Ports from whence Yarn is 
exported) to ſee that the Yarn expoſed to ſale, be made 
up according to the Statute ; but the Dealers there, having 
been a long time accuſtomed to export unſtatutable Yarn, 
we have not been able to prevail with them to comply 
with the Law, and, therefore, they finding they meet with 
ſome difficulties in exporting their unſtatutable Yarn, have 
complained, as we are well informed, to their correſpond- 
ents in Liverpool and Mancheſter, that they cannot export 
Yarn as formerly; and to cover their intentions of acting 
againſt Law, inſinuate, that the Truſtees of the Linen Ma- 
nufacture, by putting the Laws in execution, intend en- 


tirely to hinder the exportation of Linen Yarn, which, for 


the reaſons we ſhall hereafter give, will appear to be falſe 
and groundleſs ; however, as we are informed, the Import- 


ers ſuſpecting they cannot be ſupplied as formerly, have 


conſulted how to force the Importation of Yarn from Ire- 
land, and therefore intend to petition the Parliament, to 
prohibit the Importation of all Iriſh Linen, under the va- 
lue of twelve-pence per yard, or at leaft to impoſe a duty 
on it equivalent to a prohibition, and by that means think, 
when we are debarred from exporting our coarſe Linen, 
they will the eafier come at the Yarn. 4 

We muſt acquaint your Excellencies, that we are very 
far from endeavouring to hinder the Exportation of Linen 
Yarn to England; becauſe, firſt, we have not hands ſuffi- 
cient to work up half the Yarn made in this Kingdom; 
and in the next place, we ſhould deprive this country of 
the benefit ariſing from the Exportation of ſo great a part 


of its own product; but our chief aim is, to bring it to a 


legal, and conſequently to a regular method, for the ad- 

vantage of both the Engliſh and Iriſh ManufaQures. 
We muſt alſo further acquaint your Excellencies, that 

the greateſt part of our Linen Cloth imported into Eng- 


land, is of that kind and price they would prohibit, which 


is chiefly for the wear of the common people, and as it can- 
not be exported from Ireland either ſtained or dyed ; ſo 
England, which has the benefit of Tuning and dying it, 
and ſending it to their Plantations, would be a very great 


ſufferer by ſuch prohibition or duty; for thoſe who make 


ſuch Linens in England, are ſo very few, that they could 
not ſupply the hundredth part of the ann of 
eat- 
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Great - Britain and the Weſt-Indies, and, conſequently, 
England muſt be obliged to buy Linen-Cloths from other 
Countries, and at a much dearer rate than they can be had 
from hence. - 

We might add many other reaſons beſides what we have 
here laid down, particularly the injury it would do to the 
Revenue, and thereby make it more difficult to ſupport the 
eſtabliſhment ; but we fear we have already been too te- 
dious, and, therefore, ſhall only beg your Excellencies to 
take ſuch mealures for preventing the great miſchiefs we 
apprehend, in ſuch manner as to your Excellencies ſhall 
teem meet. EX | |

-tutable Yarn, the other Head or unſtatutable Yarn ; that 
called ſtatutable, is reeled upon a Reel of two yards and a 
half about, from one Spoole or Spindle at a time, and di- 
"vided into Knots or Cuts, each Knot containing one hun-

The advantages ariſing to the Manufacturer by ftatuta- 
ble Yarn; are theſe : Firit, that the Weaver has a ſure rule 
for the ſorting of his Yarn, whereon the truth and good- 


neſs of his Cloth principally depends, which is not to be 
done, but when the Yarn is made certain in length and 
count, and then weighed, (the eye not being able exaR] 
to diſtinguiſh the true difference of Yarn) and ſhould the 
Weaver make up Cloth with Yarn of different griſts of 
fineneſs, the Cloth thus made up, would be uneven, and 
wear ill. | 

A ſecond advantage is, the ſtatutable Yarn being reeled 
up from one Spoole or Spindle, and divided, has but one 
end to wind by, which makes the winding of it ready, 


without either waſte of Yarn or loſs of time; whereas the 


Head-yarn has as many ends, as there were Spooles or Spin- 
dles from whence it was reeled, (which ſometimes are 
eight or nine) and being no way divided, entangle each 
other, and not only make the winding of it difficult / and 
expenſive, but very often the waſte of Yarn conſidera- 
ble; and the expence of winding Head-yarn, 1s generally 
twenty per cent. dearer than ftatutable Yarn. 

A third advantage is, that the Weaver, or any other 
perſon whatever, may buy any quantity of ſtatutable Yarn 
with certainty, without being impoſed upon ; whereas he 
can only buy Head-yarn by gueſs, and may be greatly de- 
ceived ; for inſtance, a Weaver having occaſion for Yarn 
of three or four Hanks to the pound, knows how many 
Hanks of ſtatutable Yarn his Web will take, what fort of 
Cloth they will make, and what rate his piece of Cloth 


will ſell for; conſequently, he knows what price he can. 


afford to give for his Yarn, and be a gainer; whereas, when 
he buys Head-yarn by gueſs, his gain, if any, will be un- 
certain. 

The Spinner can reel up her Varn as eaſily, according to 
the Statutes, as in the unſtatutable ways, and can afford to 
ſell the firſt as cheap as the latter; and when Yarn is inade 
up according to law, it is not ſubject to the additional duty 
of one halfpenny per pound on exportation, put on by the 
Parliament to diſcourage frauds, and oblige the Merchants 
to buy only what is regular and ſtatutable; and if all buyers 
would declare their reſolution to buy no Varn but what is 
ſtatutable, the whole Kingdom would ſoon make up their 
Varn conformable to the Laws of the Land.

The ſaid Regulations were returned, ſigned by the Lord 
High Chancellor and two others of the Chief Judges, and 
are as follow : 
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and Dixxcrioxs for regulating the 
LIN EN-HALL. 


Wenk as by the Statute made in the firſt year of the 
reign of his preſent Majeſty King George the Second, 
whom God long preſerve, entitled, An Act for the farther 
Improvement of the Hempen and Flaxen Manufactures of 
this Kingdom, it is amongſt other things enacted, That 
the Truffees for encouraging the Hempen and Flaxen Ma- 
nuſactures of this Kingdom, or any ſeven or more of them, 
ſhall and may make, conſtitute and appoint, ſuch Rules 
and Directions for regulating, governing, and directing the 
Linen-Hall in the ſaid Statute mentioned, and all ci 
lodged: therein, and all Factors. Officers, and Servants em- 
ployed in or about the faid Hall; ard from time to time, 
and at all times hereafter, ſhall and may add to, alter, or 
amend the ſame, as they the ſaid Truſtees, or any ſe ven 
or more of them ſhall judge fitting and proper. Provided 
always, that ſuch Rules, ee and Directions ſhall have 
no force or effect, until they be confirmed and approved of 
by the Lord High Chancellor, Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
King's- Bench, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas,

and Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer of this Kingdom, 


for the time being, or any two or more of them: and fol- 
aſmuch as in purſuance of the ſaid AQ, the under- named 
Truſtees for the encouraging the Hempen and Flaxen Ma- 
nufactures of this Kingdom, have frequently met, and made, 
conſtituted, and appointed the following Rules, Orders, 
and Directions for regulating, governing, and directing, for 
the preſent, the ſaid Linen-Hall, and all Cloths lodged 
therein, and all Officers, Factors, and Servants employed 
in or about the ſaid Hall, which they humbly lay before 
your Lordſhips for your confirmation and approbation if 
you ſhall think fit, that is to ſay, | 

1. That no perſon employed in any Office in the faid 
Linen-Hall ſhall act by a Deputy, but that every ſuch Of- 
2 or Officers ſhall in perſon diſcharge the duty of his ſaid 
office. | 
2. That no Officer or other perſon belonging to the ſaid 
Hall, ſhall, on any pretence whatſoever, take or receive 
any money, fee, or reward, for or on account of any buſi- 


neſs to be tranſacted in the ſaid Hall, other than the ſees 


herein after mentioned and reſerved. ' 

3. That no Factor or other Officer of the ſaid Hall, pre- 
ſume to be a buyer of Hempen or Flaxen Manufactures of 
what kind ſoever ; nor ſhall he, ſhe, or they be in part- 
nerſhip, or employ any perſon in truſt for him, her or them, 
for the purchaſing of any Hempen or Flaxen Goods lodged 
in the faid Hall, and that each and every Factor, Officer, 


and Servant belonging to the ſaid Hall, ſhall give good and 


ufhcient ſecurity to the Clerk of the Truſtees for the time 


being, his Executors and Adminiſtrators, for and in behalf g 


of the ſaid Truſtees, for the faithful diſcharge of their re- 
ſpective offices and places, which ſecurity ſhall be approved 
of by the ſaid Truſtees, or any ſeven or more of them, and 
entered and regiſtered in the ſaid Truſtees books. # 

4- That the'Clerk of the Hall for the time being ſhall 
keep a book, which ſhall be called his Book of Entries of

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Goods in the Store-houſes, wherein ſhall be fairly wrote, in 
words at length, the number of Packs, Bales, or Fardles, 
with their marks and weight, brought to the ſaid Store- 
houſes, the name and abode of the perſon who brought 
them, and the names of the owners and proprietors of the 
ſaid goods, the day and time when the ſaid Goods were 
brought to the ſaid Store-houſes, to which entry the 
carrier or perſoh bringing the ſaid goods ſhall ſubſcribe. 

5. That the Clerk of the Hall for the time being, ſhall,

appointed, give his attendance, and deliver to the owner 
or proprietor of the goods fo depoſited, or to his factor or 
factors by kim duly authoriſed to receive the ſame, the 
Packs, Bales, or Fardles as aforeſaid, depoſited in the ſaid 
Store-houſes, to the end the fame may be diſpoſed of in 
the Chambers and Lockers within the ſaid Hall, the 
2 or his factor ſigning a receipt in the ſaid book for the 
ame. 

6. That there be two locks and two keys put on each 
of the out doors of the Linen-Hall, and that the Clerk 
and Chamberlain do each of them keep one of the keys; 
and that the Clerk keep the keys of the Store-houſes, 
appointed in the ſaid Hall for the reception of Packs, Bales, 
and Fardles of Goods; and he the faid Clerk ſhall like- 
wiſe, from time to time, receive into the ſaid Store-houſes 
all ſuch Packs, Bales, and Fardles of Flaxen and Hempen 
Manufacture, as ſhall be brought thither after the Hall is 
locked, in order to be lodged in the Hall; and ſhall give 
unto the Cartier, or other perſon that brings the ſame 
thither, a receipt under his the faid Clerk's hand, teſtifying 
that he the ſaid Clerk has received ſuch number of Packs, 
Bales, or Fardles, diſtinguiſhing them by proper marks and 
tokens, and who in particular is alleged to be proprietor 


thereof, and likewiſe ſetting forth the weight of each Pack, 


Bale, and Fardle, and weigh them back as be delivers them 
out of the Stores. 

7. And for prevention of diſputes and controverſies 
ariſing in the ſaid Hall, the Clerk of the Hall for the time 
being, ſhall uſe his beſt endeavours to pacify the ſame ; and 
he the ſaid Clerk of the Hall, and all other Officers and 
Servants belonging to the ſaid Hall, ſhall treat the traders 
and dealers thereto reſorting, with all becoming civility and 
reſpect, and give diſpatch to every man in his buſineſs, ac- 
cording to the courſe and order, or application of the par- 
ties tranſacting buſineſs of the Hall with them reſpectively. 

8. That the Chamberlain ſhall keep the keys of the 
Lockers and Chambers where yours are depoſited, and 
ſhall open and ſhut them as occaſion requires, according to 
the Rules and Regulations of the Hall. | 

9. That the Chamberlain for the time being, ſhall, from 
time- to time, make an entry in. his'book of the name of 
the perſon, and the place of his abode, to whom he aſſigns 
either chamber or locker in the ſaid Hall, together with 
the figure or figures whereby the faid chambers or lockers 
are diſtinguiſhed, and the day the faid Aſſignment was 
made; and the ſaid Chamberlain ſhall day by day (except 
as herein after excepted) diligently attend during the hours 
of ſale, and in caſe any 5 or chambers, where ſuch 
oods as aforeſaid are depoſited, ſhould be kept ſhut during 
the hours of ſale, the Chamberlain ſhall inform himſelf how 
the ſame comes to paſs; and in caſe the owners or propri-

10. That the Chamberlain is hereby ordered and re- 

uired, to ſee that all the windows of the Hall be kept 
duly ſhut and barred, at thoſe hours proper and requiſite 
for ſhutting the ſame ; and that the doors of the chambers, 
and covers or lids of the lockers in the ſaid Linen-Hall, ſhall 
be kept duly locked, for and during ſuch time as they are 
under the care and 2 of the ſaid Chamberlain, except- 

ing during the hours of ſale, and other neceſſary times for 
the reception and diſpoſal of the goods. 

11. The Chamberlain is hereby required, when any part 
of the Linen-Hall ſhall be out of repair, from time to time

12. The Factors belonging to the ſaid Hal] ſhall dili- 
gently attend, during the hours herein after appointed for 
the ſale of goods, and they the ſaid Factors ſhall keep their 
books fair, and ſhall make regular entries of all tranſactions 
relating to the ſale of goods intruſted to them to diſpoſe of, 
and ſhall from time to time, on demand of their employers, 
ſtate and ſettle their accompts, and diſcharge the ſame as 
becometh; and all and every ſuch Factor or Factors, ſhall 
the very next poſt aſter ſale or diſpoſal of his or their em- 
ployers goods, give advice in writing to ſuch employer or 
employers, how and to whom the ſaid goods were fo ſold 
or diſpoſed of.

to fell his own Linen, or employ a Hall-Factor, or any 
Friend or Factor of their own, if he or they ſhall

15. If any two or more perſons bringing, or cauſing to 
be brought, any Hempen or Flaxen Manufactures to the 
ſaid Hall, to be there depoſited for ſale, are willing and de- 
ſirous to put their goods aforeſaid in one and the ſame room 
or locker, that then and in ſuch caſe, the key of the pad- 
lock of ſuch room or locker, ſhall be given the perſon they 
agree ſhall have it, and an entry thereof ſhall be made, 
both in the Clerk and Chamberlain of the Hall's books, 
and be ſigned by the parties intereſted in the ſaid goods re-

above-mentioned, that then, and in ſuch caſe, the owner 
or proprietor of ſuch goods ſhall leave the padlock key of 
ſuch room or locker where ſuch goods are depoſited, with 
the Chamberlain of the ſaid Hall for the time being, who 
!hill make out two inventories of the quantity and quality 
of the ſaid goods ſo undiſpoſed of, and lodged in the ſaid

Chamberlain, whereupon the ſaid Chamberlain ſhall forth- 
with file the ſaid order and receipt, on proper files by him

the lockers within the ſaid Hall, that then in ſuch caſe, 
the ſaid Truſtees of the Hempen and Flazen ManufaQures 
of Ireland, or any ſeven or more of them, thalt, by their 
order in writing under their hands, caufe the ſaid goods to 
be removed to ſuch vacant lockers as to them ſhall ſeem 
meet, and the Owner or his Factor, who had the cuſtody 
of the ſaid chamber, ſhall deliver up the ſaid chamber in 
the plight he received the fame.

theſe than there are materials to employ, they muſt hurt one 
another, and the Manufacture alſo ; that the ſorts of Ma- 
nufature muſt depend on the materials, becauſe if there is 
not enough to ſupply each ſort, then that ſpecies of the 
Manufacture that can get the material from the other, will 
deſtroy or diſtreſs the reſt ; and therefore, that the ſetting 
up of any new ſort of Manufacture in this Kingdom, or en- 
couraging the ſame till there is a ſufficient quantity of Ma- 
terial to ſupply it, and all the others then ſubſiſting, muſt 
deſtroy ſome other ſpecies of the Manufacture, and may 
diſtreſs all the reſt. 

That the benefit of this Manufacture to the Kingdom, 
ariſes from the quantity of the material and labour em- 
ployed in it, not from the fineneſs of the one, or the ſkill of 
the other ; becauſe that the quantity of coarſe and ordi- 
nary Linen uſed in the world, exceeds the quantity of the 
middling and fine infinitely more, than the coarſeſt web 
differs * the fineſt in price; coarſe Linen is within the 
ſkill of every body to ſpin, weave and bleach, with the aſ- 
ſiſtance propoſed to be given by this Board; and the re- 
turns for coarſe Linens are quicker and more certain than 
for the fine, becauſe the demand is infinitely greater; 
whereas fine Linen requires more care, niore ſkill, more 
money, and more fair weather, and is ſubject to more ac- 
cidents, and conſequently will not be every body's employ- 
ment; ſo that coarſe Linens muſt employ more people, 
more materials, and conſequently inore of the lands of the 
Kingdom. ; | 

For all which reaſons, your Committee are humbly of 
opinion, that the whole care of this Board, and all the 
funds of this Board, ſhould be employed chiefly in raifing 
of the materials, encouraging the dreſſing of Flax, ſpinning 
of coarſe Yarn, and weaving of ordinary Linens ; and do 
conceive and firmly believe, that the ſeveral branches of
